The Canada Colonization Auoeotios has-émbarked on a comppehensive 
scheme of land settlement and has adopted as its objective the settlement of 
ten milli8n people‘in Canada ‘in ten years. One of the cardinal features of its 
plan is to make careful selection of the tand upon whicli’ these” settlers ate 
placed, and to keep close wateh of their progress’ with a view to: assisting 
To that end it ts proposed to establish local community 
clubs to care for, assist, and extend a helping hand and friendly advice to 
these new settlers. Should it be found that, from causes over which the 
settler has no control, he is not succeeding, and cannot succeed, in his chosen 
location, then, rather than have him fail and leaye the country, he isto be 
assisted to locate elsewhere in Canada where he can succéed. 


If this is good policy insofar as settlors yet to come are concvrned—and }. 


who questions its. wisdom?-—then is it not equally good policy to apply to 
people already here and who are not making success in_ their - present 
locations? 

There are thousands of farmers. who, after years of effort, are reluctantly 
forced to the conclusion that they must pull up stakes, and try a new location. 
tf, instead of at once beginning to encourage’ people to come to Canada from’ 
other lands, the-Ganada Colonization Association deyoted its ‘efforts for the 
first year to finding out farmers who: are in this predicament, and assisting 
them. to few. locations in éhese Western Provineés where they can make a 
success, that Association would be doing a splendid stroke of business for Can- 
‘ada, would establish the confidence of all people in its programme and policy, | 
and would lay the foundation for future years of successful operation in the 
bringing in and locating of new settlers. 

Settlers already; here, but who have not made a succe®s of farming be- 
cause of conditions absolutely beyond their ¢ontrol,are the very type this 
country needs and can fll-afford to lose. These men Have courage. They 
They. are optimists, and have year after year striven to 
It is through no fault of their own that success has not attendéd 
The Canada Colonization Association, therefore, can hardly do 
better than apply to these men the very policy they propose to apply to all 
new settlers coming into Canada under their auspices: ;

As it. now is these 
men cannot earn the interest, tet alone see any prospect of evér paying off 
the principal indebtedness. < 

Any consideration of a sound and permanent immigration and settlement 
policy for Canada which does not at the outset take these, at present, unsuc- 
cessful settlers {nto consideration is not a-sound nor complete policy because 
it would overlook the basic idea on which successful settlement: must rest.

What is Meant When We Speak Of 
18 Carats 

One often speaks of a ring being 
14-carat gold or of 22 or 18-carat*watch 
cases or jewelery, but not all know 
just phat is meant. by, u, 18. or 22 
carat.

The output of coal from: Canadian 
mines during the month of July, 1922, 
increased approximately 
or 6 per cent. above the production 
for the preceding month, and amount- 
ed in all to'858,000 tons, but in spite 
of this increase the output fell short 
of the ayerage record for the same 
month in the three preceding years by 


203,000 tons, or 19 per cent., according 


to a statement issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Considered in 
relation to: the three-yeat average for 
the first seven months of the calendar 
year, the output this year was.less by 
1,122,000.tons, or 14 per cent. 

Imports of coal in July declined 
appreciably from the quantity report: 
ed for June 10, ameunting~in all to 
447,000 net tons, 13 per cent. below 
the record for the preceding month. 

There was considerable fevival in 
the export trade and a total of 243,000 
‘tons was cleared for foreign destina- 
tions, as compared with 90,000 tons in

Three Miners Saved By ‘Living Chain 
ood Rescuers 

A remarkable piece of mining en- 
gineering was responsible for the res- 
cue after 48 hours’ imprisonment of 
three men from ‘the F Pit at Washing- 
ton Colliery, near Newcastle, England. 

The three men were cut off by a 
fall of stone and coal two days pre 
vidusly. Mr. Burt, the under-manag- 
er, decided that the only way to res- 
cue them was by cutting,a small tun- 
nel through the fall, which was many 
yards in thickness. Relays of men 


worked until the entombed men were | *

Four Million New Trees. .- 


Falr Sized Forest For Every Farm Is 
The Objective 


Distribution of ‘four million le 
enough to ‘constitute a fait sized 
‘forest, is the /spring progtamme of 
the forestry. farm for which Mr. 
James McLean, the superintendent, 
and his~ helpers are preparing. The 
objective of the leaders of affores- 
tation is ‘& plantation of five ‘or six 
hundred on every quarter. section. 
There can be no exaggeration of the 
value of trees to any community. It 
is not as timber that Saskatchewan 
heeds them but as pleasant-variations 
of the prairie flatness and as -protec- 
tion to crops which suffer annually
